“We run this restaurant like a three-star (highest 
ting) restaurant in France, of which there are only 
1018,” said general manager Don Link. “There is 
Compromise here.

on Colusa Circle. In 1981 he expanded across the 
bay to San Francisco, where he opened a cafe and 
market in the I. Magnin store on Union Square. 

Link said David also has developed a burgeoning 
catering business whose clients range from the Napa 
Valley to southern California. It has 150 on-call 
helpers and can serve as many as 2,000 people at.a 
time 

There’s also a growing wholesale business in 
specialty foods bearing the Narsai label — chocolate 
sauce, salad dressing, mustard, jams and jellies and 
seasoned salt. 

In all, the far-flung Narsai’s operation employs 
75-80 people and is a $3-4 million a year business, 
Link said. 

In his spare time, David appears each week as 
guest chef on the public television show “Over 
Easy.” And he’s always looking to the future, with a 
cookware store and cookbook in the works. 

A world-class restaurant would be incomplete 
without wine. David owns his own vineyard, has 
planted another and produces and bottles his own 
private-label wines. His organization also gives 
wine-tasting tours. 

And David has one of the largest wine cellars 
anywhere. In the three cellars beneath his Kensing- 
ton restaurant, he has on hand more than 72,000

Racism trial continues 


Police argue ethnic slur notes were a joke

LBANY — An Albany police officer who wrote 
notes containing racial slurs to a black co-worker 


estified last week that the messages represented 

joking between himself and a close friend. 

On the witness stand before an Alameda County jury, 
Sgt. Arthur Clemons said he and colleague Harold Evans 
had exchanged insulting notes as a form of kidding while 
the two were working as patrolmen on the same shift in late 
1975 and early 1976. ; 

Evans, the only black police officer ever hired by Al- 
bany, worked for the city for four years, until his dismissal 
in 1978. He subsequently filed a lawsuit charging the city 
and police department with racial discrimination, and the 
trial opened in Superior Court in Oakland last week. 

Clemons, who is named as a defendant in the suit, 
acknowledged he was the author of five typed notes to 
Evans and admitted the notes had racial overtones, but said 
they were written in jest. 

Furthermore, Clemons said, Evans had been “‘a very 
big instigator in this racial kidding.” 

And he suggested that such behavior was nothing un- 


usual in the department, saying, “Our kidding may seem 
cruel to somebody on the outside, but it’s not to those of us 
on the inside.” 

Several of the notes Clemons wrote to Evans ad- 
dressed the black officer as “‘be-bop,”’ which Clemons said 
was a ‘“‘nickname”’ for Evans within the department. 

One note referred to Evans as an “ebony-textured, 
burr-headed, thick-lipped, bug-eyed jungle-strutter.” 

Another, written in the form of one black to another, 
insinuated that blacks are ignorant and have a criminal 
mentality. One, referring to a mock “investigation” of 
Evans, included the sentence: “Your punishment will con- 
sist of being forced to eat a whole watermelon in five mi- 
nutes, which will not be difficult, seeing as you have had 
lots of practice.” 

Clemons characterized the apparent racial insults as “‘a 
joke,” prompting attorney Robert Kissel, representing 
Evans, to ask: ‘“‘What’s the joke?” 

“The joke is making fun of him as he made fun of me 
in a friendly manner because we were close friends and did 
this a lot,’’ Clemons said.

L CERRITO — More than 

100 protestors filled Kirby’s El 

Cerrito Station Restaurant 
Tuesday night, demanding that the 
city block plans by El Cerrito Plaza to 
evict the popular eatery in favor of a 
Chuck E, Cheese Pizza Time The- 
atre. 

Waving placards that read “Chuck 
Chucky,” “Seniors Need A Restau- 
rant Not An Arcade” and “No Pizza 
In Our Plaza,” participants demon- 
strated against what they perceived to 
be the forced displacement of a 
cherished local institution by a large, 
outside corporate enterprise. 

What irked one demonstrator, Ei- 
Jeen Leon, was ‘‘seeing a lovely 
shopping center going out of our 
control.” 

The restrictions placed upon Pizza 
Time Theatre — including a limita- 
tion on operating hours and fewer 
video arcade machines — by the 
planning commission’s recent condi- 
tional approval of the project was not 
enough to placate the protestors. 

At the demonstration, people 
bought raffle tickets and anti-Chuckie 
buttons, sipped wine and champagne, 
munched on sandwiches and hoped 
for the publicity of a television crew. 
All want the permit for Pizza Time 
completely revoked.

Gambusias may save your skin

new effort is being made to sic Gambusia Affinis on 
the mosquitoes of Contra Costa County, millions of 
hich are now believed to hatching. 

Gambusia Affinis is a fish, maximum size about 2% 
inches, with a voracious appetite for mosquitoes. Charles 
Beesley, manager-entomologist of the Contra Costa Mos- 
quito Abatement District, says one Gambusia can go 
thrdugh 100-500 mosquitoes in a day. 

“The fish is really effective (in ridding mosquitoes) 
especially in small ponds and pools,” he continues, 

Beesley asked the Board of Supervisors for $10,000 to 
expand a fish farm at the district’s Concord headquarters. 
The request is expected to be placed on the supervisors’ 
calendar for consideration. 

At least one supervisor thinks favorably of the propos- 
al. 

_ “Those mosquitoes are huge,” said Supervisor Nancy 


Fahden of Martinez. ‘“You can’t even go out in the yard 
any more.” 

Beesley said the winter rains have created ideal con- 
ditions for breeding mosquitoes. He estimates the numbers 
in the millions. 

Last year, the mosquito district won $95,000 from the 
county to build a fish hatchery at the defunct sewage plant 
in Hercules. The plan foundered, however, on Hercules’ 
wish to use its waterfront for more profitable ventures, said 
Beesley. 

The Concord facility now turns out 60,000 Gambusias 
a year, many of them distributed free to the public. 

With the $10,000, Beesley says breeding could be ex- 
panded to 600,000 a year. 

Mosquito Abatement likes the fish because with Prop- 
osition 13 its funding has been cut, forcing a reduction in 
employees from 21 to 11. These employees spray pesticides

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Race relations post okayed

ichmond Unified schools will have a human relations 

officer for the first time next year as part of an effort 

to promote better racial understanding in the dis- 
trict. 

The school board voted 4-1 Wednesday to adopt a staff 
plan which would create the new position, set up a human 
relations steering committee and form human relations 
panels at school sites. Board member Goy Fuller, who has 
said that the district is overburdened with committees, dis- 
sented. 

District administrators recommended the plan in re- 
sponse to a report by the Human Relations Committee, an 
advisory group which met from July through January to 
review racial problems in the district. 

The board had created the committee after the state 
Fair Employment and Housing Commission found local 
schools partly responsible for racial tension in West Coun- 
ty. A year ago the commission issued a report which said 
the district was less than willing to deal with the problems 
of violence and harassment. 

Cy Epstein, chairman of the district human relations 
committee, told board members last February that they will 
have to act to promote racial harmony. 

“It’s going to come down from you,” he said. “You're 
at the top.” 

Wednesday night the board put into effect most of the 


committee's suggestions, The schools lack funding to carry 
out a recommendation for training teachers in multi-cultur- 
al instruction. 


The human relations officer will be a current employ- 
ee appointed to serve in that position half time. The job 
will call for searching out grants to support changes in cur- 
riculum and in-service training, looking for successful 
multi-cultural programs to use as models in the district, and 
overseeing the human relations steering committee. 

Pat Rupley, assistant superintendent for secondary 
instruction, gave the administration’s report. It called for a 
steering committee of up to 20 persons to study the advi- 
sory committee's report and make a plan of action. 


The members will include administrators, principals, 
teachers, librarians, parents, students and community 
members, 

Each secondary school will also have a human rela- 
tions committee, and the district curriculum committee will 
review textbooks and materials to select those “rich in 
multi-cultural content.” 

Rupley said the administration report was a “‘starter”’ 
plan for the district. 

Board member Frank Calton asked for status reports 
on the progress of the steering committee twice a year. 
Fellow panelist Don Lau will act as an informal liaison with 
the committee.

He said Evans had countered in similar form, sending 
him notes making fun of him as a ‘“‘white paddy redneck 
Okie” — but unlike Evans, he had not saved any of the 
notes. 

Albany Police Chief James Simmons, also a defendant 
in the suit, testified last week that he had not seen the notes 
and that the subject had not come to his attention until a 
staff meeting in mid-1977. 

At that meeting, a regular monthly gathering of the 
ranking officers in the department, the matter came up in 
terms of ‘a suspicion that Harold Evans was saving some 
notes or some cartoons, and for what purpose they didn’t 
know,” Simmons said. 

He said his sargeants had been puzzled because Evans 
had taken an active part in the exchange of notes, and had 
agreed to advise their shifts that “it might be best to elimi- 
nate the practice.” 

Shortly thereafter, Simmons received a memo from 
Evans indicating that Evans was contemplating legal action 
against the department. Evans did in fact file a complaint 
with the Equal Employment Opportunity Commission, but 
did not go to court until after he was fired. 

Kissel questioned Simmons at length about the cir- 
cumstances surrounding Evans’ firing in March 1978, three 
months after Evans had learned that he was a diabetic. 

Evans’ suit contends that the city illegally fired him for 
a medical condition, but Simmons maintains that he was 
fired for disobeying an order from a superior — the chief — 
to produce medical proof of his fitness for the job. 

Evans’ apparently latent diabetes had surfaced the 
previous Christmas eve, when he went into what one doc- 
tor described as a “prediabetic coma.” 

After two weeks in the hospital, he returned to work. 
According to court documents and testimony, a doctor 
chosen by the city to evaluate his medical condition deter- 
mined he was not fit for active patrol duty, and city officials 
requested he supply further medical evidence of his fitness

and drain standing water to kill mosquitoes, Beesley said, 
but so far the insect has been reproducing faster than it can 
be killed. 

By stocking small streams, ditches and ponds with the 
fish, Mosquito Abatement hopes to make up lost employ- 
ees, Beesley said. 

“A lot of creeks are inaccessbile, surrounded by brush, 
willow trees, poison oak,” Beesley says.““We can stock 
these with fish and let them do the work.” 

Mosquito Abatement is also working with the UC- 
Berkeley to promote biological control of mosquitoes. If

A memo written by City Administrative Officer Wil- 
liam Haden and introduced in court last week indicated the 
city was considering firing Evans because of his medical 
condition, but said an altermative would be to give him a 
desk job.

Evans was suspended with pay on March 15, 1978, but 
only for one day. 

Simmons informed him of the suspension in a letter, ~ 
also introduced in court, saying he had until 5 p.m. the next 
day to produce evidence that he was “physically fit” to 
perform as a police officer. 

Evans failed to produce that evidence, and in a second 
letter March 16 Simmons informed him he had been “ter- 
minated.” 

Simmons testified in court that, in ordering Evans to 
turn over medical proof of fitness for the job or face dis- 
missal, he had been acting under the direction of the City 
Council. 

The chief also said Evans had expressed a desire to 
continue on the job, and that no problems had arisen dur- 
ing the time Evans was on patrol duty from January to 
March. 

Kissel, in an opening statement to the jury last week, 
said the plaintiff's side plans to present evidence that Evans 
in fact was still fit for police work. : 

The attorney also said that the proper procedure in 
Evans’ case would have been to suspend the officer pend- 
ing a solid determination of his medical condition rather 
than firing him. 

Evans, who now lives in Phoenix, Arizona, “‘believes 
he lost a career” as a result of his dismissal, Kissel said. 

Defense attorney Chris Tarkington did not make an 
opening statment last week, taking the option of waiting 
until the plaintiff's side has completed its presentation.

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Academia is still a largely man’s world 


By TRAPPER BYRNE 

In the 146 years since 
_ Oberlin College became 
the first U.S. university to 
admit women undergradu- 
ates, women have made 
significant inroads into the 
academic world. Still, there 
are those who maintain that 
the few women who have 


' tried to pursue educations 


in science or mathematics 
have run into roadblocks. 

For students, the dilem- 
‘ma was summarized in 1981 
by a UC-Berkeley woman 
who was majoring in physi- 
cal sciences. She told the 
Association of American 
Colleges’ Project on the 
Status of Women of the 
“damaging and dishearten- 
ing” attitudes of her male 
professors at Berkeley — 
“the surprises when a 
woman does well on an 
exam — the condescending 
smile when she doesn’t.” 

The scarcity of women in 
technical fields is. especially 
pronounced among the 
tanks of university faculty. 
At UC-Berkeley, there is 
one woman among the 
chemistry and chemical en- 
gineering department’s 65 
tenured professors. There 
is one woman out of 56 
tenured professors in the 
physics department, and 
among the 70 tenured 
mathematics professors, 
two are women. 

The contrast with disci- 
plines generally considered 
to be more the province of 
women, such as English, is 
not that stark — of 53 ten- 
ured English professors at 
UC-Berkeley, seven are 
women — but it does con- 
firm the suspicion voiced by 
Margaret Wilkerson, direc- 
tor of the campus Center 
for the Study, Education 
and Advancement of 
Women, that ‘the higher 
you move in education, the 
lower the numbers of 
women you find.’’ Though 
it’s characteristic of acade- 
mia in general, she said, it’s 
particularly true of the 
technical pursuits. 

It’s also a trend that Wil- 
kerson, as director of the 
women’s center, has been 
working to change for the 
past eight years and that 
the center itself has been 
trying to change for the 
better part of its 10 years of 
existence. (The women’s 
center marked its 10th an- 
niversary last weekwith a 
free public symposium on 
“Women in Higher Educa- 
tion: The Role and Re- 
sponsibility of the Universi- 
ty of California.”) 

Several factors contri- 
buted to the university’s 
decision to open a center 
for women in September 
1972, among them a federal 
Department of .Health, 
Education and Welfare in- 
vestigation of allegedly 
sexist and racist campus 
hiring policies (the univer- 
sity eventually was 
cleared). 

But the major impetus 
was the “Blue Book,” a 
78-page Academic Senate 
committee report detailing 
the scarcity of women fac- 
ulty and graduate students 
at the university. In partic- 
ular, the report stressed 
that there were few re- 
sources to accommodate 
“mature” women, age 25- 
35, who wanted to return to 
school to get a degree. 

One of those was Frances 
Townes, who came to Ber- 
keley from Harvard in the 
late 1960s with her hus- 
band, Nobel Prize-winning 
physicist Charles Townes, 
and was a member of the 
committee that recom- 
mended establishing a cen- 
ter for women to then- 
Chancellor Albert 
Bowker. 

“When I came here I 
very much wanted to go to 
library school,’’ Townes 
said. “In Cambridge there 
were many facilities that 
would have been able to 


help me. But in Berkeley I 
discovered that at 52 I was 
too old to go to school. 
There was no way to get a 
degree by going to school 
part time, there were no 
accommodations for 
women with families. I was 
very put back by it.” 

Beatrice Bain, the 
women’s center’s first asso- 
ciate director, said there 
were several prejudices 
against older women who 
wanted to return to col- 
lege. f 

“The arguments against 
them were common,” she 
said. “They’re not going to 
get jobs when they get out, 
they’re just going to go 
back to their families. It’s 
just not worth the invest- 
ment. That was the think- 
ing.” 

tt wasn’t the thinking of 
the women’s center, which 
advised older women, not 
always Berkeley students, 
on which Bay Area college 
would best suit their needs, 
and tried to secure financial 
aid and child care services 
for them while they attend- 
ed school. 

Though its efforts 
showed results — the num- 
ber of women age 25-35 at 
UC-Berkeley increased 
from 7.3 percent of the un- 
dergraduate population in 
1970 to 10 percent five 
years later — tight funding 
and what Wilkerson called 
“the political realities” of 
operating a center on stu- 
dent registration fees 
forced the center’s staff to 
restrict its services to cur- 
rent Berkeley students 
after 1975. 

The proliferation of com- 
munity services for women 
in the early 1970s meant 
that the center wasn’t the 
only place older women 
could turn to, Wilkerson 
said. Hence, limiting the 
center to UC-Berkeley stu- 
dents didn’t leave older 
women who weren’t at- 
tending Berkeley as far out 
in the cold as it might seem, 
she said. 

But others disagreed. “I 
would be one of the old 
diehards and say that the 
need is still there,’ said 
Townes, now a career 
counselor for students at 
the UC Extension Center. 
“T see a lot of women who 
want jobs and need help 
getting back into school so 
they can get them.” 

Since 1975 the center’s 
main emphasis has been on 
increasing the number of 
women in what are known 
as “non-traditional” fields 
for women, such as math 
and the sciences. 

According to Faith Fich 
of the campus group 
Women in Computer Sci- 
ence and Engineering, 
women constitute just 19 
percent of the 2,158 under- 
graduates and 11 percent of 
the 1,398 graduate students 
in the College of Engineer- 
ing. In the electrical engi- 
neering and computer sci- 
ence department the num- 
bers are almost the same — 
19 percent of the 820 un- 
dergraduates and 10 per- 
cent of the 467 graduate 
students are women. 
.“There’s a general con- 


sensus that the numbers 
have been growing, but not 
as fast as we would like,” 
Fich said. 

Most of those concerned 
by the shortage of women 
in these and related fields 
agree that females fall be- 
hind males in math and sci- 
ence education sometime 
during junior high school. 
The ‘“‘why” is more open to 
interpretation. 

The most common expla- 
nation is that during junior 
high school, girls’ teachers 
and counselors consciously 
or unconsciously discour- 
age girls from taking ad- 
vanced math classes be- 
cause they doubt girls’ abil- 
ity to do well in math and 
math-related careers. As a

result, Bain said, women 
are cut off from “two-thirds 
of the professions” by the 
time they reach college be- 
cause they lack a strong 
background in basic math. 

Author Shila Tobias hy- 
pothesized in a 1978 book, 
“Overcoming Math Anx- 
iety,” that one reason girls 
fall behind boys in math 
could be “some extra-cur- 
ricular learning experience 
boys have at that age that 
girls do not,”’ such as play- 
ing catch with a ball, which 
teaches them about spatial 
relationships. Tobias also 
noted that some people 


have speculated that a hor- | * 


mone difference accounts 
for the differences between 
boys and girls in math ac- 
complishment, but she ar- 
gued against this theory. 
Wilkerson said the dif- 
ference could be due to the 
fact that girls are ‘‘seriously 
into puberty” by the time 
they reach junior high 
school, and as a result may 
be worried that boys won’t 
be attracted to them if they 
seem to be whizzes in math 
or science. She also said 
schools should provide 
summer school math 
courses or some other 
method of breaking the 
“lockstep” sequencing of 
math classes so that girls 


who fall behind could have |- 


a chance to catch up later. 

If women can make it 
into math or the sciences at 
Berkeley, the women’s 
center will do its best to 
keep them there. In recent 
years the center has helped 
develop support programs 
for women in engineering 
and computer sciences, 
brought more than 200 
women scientists as ‘‘role 
models” to speak at forums 
and workshops, and pub- 
lished brochures aimed at 
women trying to persevere 
in male-dominated science 
fields. 

The center’s current 
focus doesn’t win any plau- 
dits from Molly Gleiser, a 
former chemist who lost 
her job at Lawrence Ber- 
keley Laboratory’s Radia- 
tion Laboratory in 1970, 
supposedly because LBL 
didn’t have enough money 
to continue funding her 
position. According to 
Gleiser, however, she lost 
her job because of repeated 
disagreements with her su- 
pervisor, which might not 
have been so severe had 
she not been a woman, 

Gleiser said the women’s 
center ‘“‘is making a great 
mistake” by encouraging 
women to enter fields such 
as chemistry, which she 
called “primarily a profess- 
ion of employees, and one 
without autonomy, in 
which one is very much at 
mercy of the boss.” More- 
over, she said, the supervi- 
sors in chemistry profess- 
ions are almost all males, 
and unemployment in the 
field is high. ; 

Gleiser said that at age 
45, her supervisors still 
treated her like a “Ph.D. 
girl.” When she was laid 
off, she found it impossible 
to find another job in 
chemistry. 

“T have friends who have 
girls in school, and I can’t 
imagine that they know 
anybody worse off than I 
m,”’ she said. “Girls would 
have to think five times be- 
fore becoming a chemist, 
because they’ll be subject- 
ed to discrimination, they'll 
have no freedom, and if 
they speak up they’ll find 
themselves slandered and 
unable to work again, as I 
was. They’d have to be 
fools.” 

Bain replied that avoid- 
ing potentially disagreeable 
professions won’t make 
those fields any more re- 
ceptive to the women who 
do enter them. ‘““Women 
need to become a critical 
mass,” she said. ‘“‘What you 
want to be able to do is to 
change society as a whole. 
My goal is for women to 
achieve the opportunity not 
to be separate, and not to 
keep to those fields that 
they’ve always been a part 
of. 


“If you don’t have math 
these days, you’re sunk,” 
she added. “Particularly 
with the future economy.” 

Wilkerson said that al- 
though her family en- 
couraged her to go into en- 
gineering, she chose dra- 
matic art instead because “I 
didn’t see how I could 
make a better society by 
being an engineer.” Now, 
however, she thinks she 
can. 
“You can be more un- 
derstanding of human be- 
havior,” she said. “For in- 
stance, say you’re an archi- 
tect and you want to 
construct a housing project. 
You can design it to facili- 
tate human interaction.” 
It’s the sort of feat that’s 
tougher to accomplish with 
an English degree, she 
said. 

Wilkerson added, ‘I 
don’t see an ideal society as 
one where all women go 


into high-tech fields. But 
women have already con- 
tributed significantly to 
studies in humanities, and 
it’s important that now they 
enter non-traditional fields 


as well,” 

She is hopeful that 
women’s representation in 
the sciences will increase, 
and that the center will be a 
contributing factor. “The 


intellectual and academic 
atmosphere at Berkeley is 
improving, ’ she said. 
“There were times in the 
center’s first four or five 
years that we could count 
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i 


on one or two fingers the 
number of departments 
that were willing to post 
our fliers, Now we’re get- 
ting all sorts of requests 
from depaytments to send 
speakers, organize forums, 
and help them increase the 
number of their women 
students.
